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The  Selectmen  in  the  report  presented  have  classed  as 
unpaid  accounts  all  those  unpaid  and  for  which  no  orders 
were  drawn  up  to  the  beginning  of  the  town  year.  These 
also  were  unprovided  for  in  the  annual  appropriations,  voted 
in  March,  1890. 

The  ventilation  of  the  Grammar  School  building  was  or- 
dered  by  the  state  authorities  in  May  of  the  past  year,  (see 
order  in  School  Report,)  and  was  also  not  provided  for 
among  the  yearly  appropriations. 

This  expense  appears  as  a  separate  itemized  account  and 
these  two  accounts  have  been  paid  out  of  the  general  town 
fund. 

The  salaries  account  which  is  paid  out  of  the  amount  ap- 
propriated for  town  incidentals,  has  been  increased  by  the 
pay  of  the  fire  engineers  and  the  expense  of  the  re  valuation 
of  the  town  by  the  Assessors. 

While  the  number  of  paupers  will  be  less  for  the  coming 
year,  the  expense  may  not  be  materially  reduced  on  account 
of  the  sickness  and  helpless  condition  of  Abel  Hastings 
and  wife,  and  other  aged  persons. 

We  think  the  appropriation  asked  for  will  be  sufficient 
for  the  ensuing  year. 

It  is  desirable  that  the  amounts  called  for  should  be  pass- 
ed upon  separately,  that  the  accounts  for  next  year  may  be 
presented  clearly,  and  in  the  case  of  the  highway  account 
we  would  ask  for  an  appropriation  for  roads  proper,  then 
bridges,  then  railings  and  guideboards.  In  the  bridge  re- 
pairs we  have  deemed  it  advisable  to  replace  with  stone,  two 
small  wooden  bridges,  on  the  "  new  road "  to  Lancaster, 
believing  that  in  the  "  long  run  "  where  practicable  stone 
and  iron  are  more  economical  for  these  structures. 

The  charges  for  the  fire  department  we  feel  should  be 
met  by  a  distinct  appropriation  to  cover  the  services  of  fire- 
men and  fire  engineers  and  other  items. 

It  seems  also  that  the  interest  on  notes  should  be  pro- 
vided for  in  the  same  manner. 
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The  report  of  the  Trustees  of  the  Public  Library,  printed 
herewith,  recommends  an  appropriation  of  $300,  which  we 
include  in  our  estimates. 

We  would  recommend  that  the  t- mount  asked  for  should 
be  expended  upon  the  two  cemeteries  of  the  town. 

Memorial  Day  calls  for  the  usual  exercises  and  the  dedi- 
cation of  the  Soldiers'  Monument,  to  which  Mr.  H.  A. 
Pevear  has  so  generously  contributed. 

At  the  beginning  of  the  year  we  had  hoped  to  show  a 
greater  reduction  of  the  town  debt,  but  some  unusual  and 
imperative  expenses  have  prevented  this  and  permitted  us 
only  to  make  a  slight  reduction. 

We  have  endeavored  to  reduce  the  general  expenses 
without  sacrificing  the  best  interests  of  the  town,  and  have 
submitted  this,  our  report,  for  consideration  and  acceptance.

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REPORT  OF  FIRE  DEPARTMENT. 

At  the  commencement  of  the  year  the  Selectmen  appoint- 
ed the  following  persons  as  Fire  Engineers  :  Albert  Butler, 
Almond  M.  Holden,  Henry  A.  Sawtell,  John  G.  Conant, 
Melvin  W.  Longiey,  Edwin  L.  White. 

The  Board  organized  May  9,  and  chose  the  following 
officers:  Melvin  W.  Longiey,  Chairman  of  the  meeting; 
Edwin  L.  White,  Sec. ;  Albert  Butler,  Chief  Engineer ; 
Henry  A.  Sawtell,  First  Assistant.  The  Fire  Company  at 
the  present  time  consists  of  forty  members  besides  the 
Board  of  Engineers.  The  Engine  and  other  apparatus  are 
in  good  condition,  though  a  little  cleaning  and  a  coat  of 
paint  would  add  much  to  the  appearance  of  the  Engine. 

A  well-organized  Fire  Company  is  an  honor  to  the  town, 
it  reduces  our  insurance,  and  protects  our  homes  and  prop- 
erty, and  having,  such  a  Company,  they  should  have  a  suit- 
able building  in  which  to  hold  their  meetings,  and  to  protect 
the  property  of  the  town. 

Our  Engine  House  is  greatly  in  need  of  repairs.  Your 
Board  do  not  see  fit  to  make  the  needed  repairs  without 
laying  the  matter  before  the  town, 

The  town  has  been  very  fortunate  the  past  year  with 
regard  to  fires,  the  Company  having  been  called  out  but 
once  during  the  year.  The  8th  of  July  an  alarm  was  given 
to  which  the  Company  promptly  responded.  The  fire  orig- 
inated in  a  shed  which  was  filled  with  hay,  connected  with 
the  house,  occupied  by  Mr.  Sargent.  Cause  of  fire,  chil- 
dren playing  with  matches.      Loss  small.

In  our  last  report  we  expressed  the  hope  of  "  doing 
greater  work  the  coming  year "  than  had  hitherto  been 
done.  That  hope  has  been  realized  in  a  measure  by  the 
ready  response  to  the  request  for  a  larger  appropriation  by 
the  town  than  had  been  granted  before,  and  the  generous 
assistance  of  individuals. 

The  reading  room  suggested  at  that  time  was  opened  in 
September  on  Wednesday  evenings  of  each  week,  supplied 
with  daily,  semi-weekly,  and  weekly  papers,  magazines^ 
pamphlets,  and  reference  books.  Since  December  15  the 
room  has  been  open  every  evening  in  the  week  except  Sun- 
day. 
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We  feel  that  it  has  been  reasonably  patronized  and  to  a 
certain  extent  must  have  been  an  influence  for  good,  yet 
notwithstanding  the  attractions  of  the  room  and  the  supply 
of  most  desirable  literature  the  appreciation  of  it  by  the 
youth  of  our  village  has  not  been  entirely  what  we  wish  it 
might  have  been. 

After  much  deliberation  we  thought  it  advisable  to  rent 
the  entire  fl  w  on  which  our  rooms  are  situated  in  order  to 
secure  the  two  desirable  rooms  for  our  reading  and  library 
rooms.  We  have  been  able  to  let  the  remaining  rooms  and 
thus  lessen  our  rent.  This  arrangement  complicated  and 
increased  the  work  and  responsibility  of  the  trustees,  but 
they  were  willing  to  assume  the  same  to  secure  the  best 
interests  and  conditions  of  the  library. 

The  gentlemen  who  have  so  kindly  volunteered  to  take 
charge  of  the  reading  room  report  a  respectful  and  well  bred 
demeanor  in  every  instance  from  those  present. 

We  are  gratified  to  observe  that  Shirley  people  have 
begun  to  realize  what  all  do  not_  know  or  appreciate 
how  valuable  an  institution  the  library  is,  not  only  as 
a  means  of  entertainment  but  as  a  practical  help. 

It  has  been  the  aim  of  the  purchasing  committee  to  make 
such  selections  of  books  as  would  be  of  the  greatest  advan- 
tage to  all  classes,  and  it  is  hoped  that  in  the  near  future 
this  library  will  be  found  ready  to  meet  all  the  requirements 
of  its  patrons  Therefore  that  this  may  be  accomplished  we 
ask  you  to  make  your  appropriation  no  less  than  last  year.

REPORT. 


Another  year  of  good  and  faithful  work  by  pupils  and 
teachers  has  passed,  and  as  we  present  our  annual  report 
it  is  a  source  of  satisfaction  and  credit  to  be  able  to  report 
an  advanced  condition  of  the  several  departments  and  a 
higher  standard  of  attainment.  The  number  of  children  in 
town  between  five  and  fifteen  years  of  age,  on  the  first  day 
of  May,  1890,  was  two  hundred  and  forty-six.  The  number 
enrolled  as  attending  the  different  schools  during  the  year 
is  two  hundred  and  eight.  The  attendance  has  improved 
in  all  the  schools.  Four  pupils  have  been  present  every 
day  for  the  year,  and  have  not  been  tardy,  also  twelve 
pupils  for  two  terms,  and  thirty-six  for  one  term.  Their 
names  will  be  found  in  the  Roll  of  Honor  appended.  The 
town  at  the  annual  meeting  in  March  last,  voted  that  one 
hundred  dollars  of  the  money  raised  for  the  support  of 
schools  be  expended  for  special  instruction  in  music.  At 
the  beginning  of  the  year  the  services  of  Mr.  Albert  S. 
Colburn,  who  had  made  special  preparation  for  this  work? 
were  engaged  to  introduce  music  in  all  the  schools.  His 
work  has  been  thorough  and  the  pupils  have  shown  good 
interest  in  the  work  and  satisfactory  results  have  been 
attained. 
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The  following  order  was  received  by  the  Committee 
early  in  May :

Boston,  May  2,  1890. 
To  the  Chairman  of  School  Committee?  Shirley. 
1  Sir:  —  In  compliance  with  the  provisions  of  the  Statutes 
of  the  Commonwealth  relating  to  the  inspection  of  facto- 
ries and  public  buildings,  on  the  23d  day  of  April,  1890,  I 
inspected  the  Grammar  School-house  at  Shirley  Village, 
and  you  are  hereby  notified,  that  the  rooms  in  said  building 
should  be  thoroughly  ventilated  by  means  of  brick  or 
metallic  shafts  or  ducts  of  suitable  size  and  properly  ar- 
ranged to  carry  off  the  vitiated  air  and  supplied  with  heat 
or  mechanical  power  to  secure  a  sure  and  sufficient  draft 
in  said  ducts.  Also,  that  provision  should  be  made  for  an 
ample  supply  of  fresh  air  with  suitable  devices  to  control 
the  temperature  of  the  air  supplied  through  the  heating 
appliances.

The  work  as  ordered  by  the  State  Inspector  of  Public 
Buildings,  was  begun  during  the  summer  vacation  and  is 
now  fully  completed,  at  a  cost  of  six  hundred  and  eighty -four 
dollars  and  sixty-one  cents.  At  a  recent  inspection  made 
by  State  Inspector,  John  T.  White,  good  and  satisfactory 
results  were  obtained  and  the  system  of  ventilation  was 
pronounced  one  of  the  best  in  the  State.

Early  in  the  year  the  Committee  extended  an  invitation 
to  the  State  Board  of  Education  to  hold  a  Teachers'  Ins- 
titute in  this  town. 

The  invitation  was  accepted  and  the  Institute  was  held 
on  Friday,  May  16th,  in  Village  Hall.  Interesting  and  in- 
structive papers  were  given  on  the  best  methods  of  teaching 
by  Hon.  J.  W.  Dickinson,  Agents  George  A.  Walton  and 
H.  T.  Bailey  of  the  State  Board,  Superintendents  of  Schools, 
George  I.  Aldrich  and  I.  F.  Hall ;  and  by  Frank  F.  Murdock, 
and  Emma  C.  Fisher,  teachers  in  the  Bridgewater  Normal 
School.  One  hundred  teachers  from  neighboring  towns 
were  present,  also  members  of  School  Boards  and  other 
friends  interested  in  the  cause  of  Education.  Brief  remarks 
were  made  by  prominent  persons  present.  In  the  evening 
a  lecture  was  given  by  Agent  George  A.  Walton  on  "  Dis- 
trict Superintendency."  The  occasion  was  one  long  to  be 
remembered  by  the  people  of  Shirley. 

In  accordance  with  a  suggestion  made  in  the  last  report 
a  flag  has  been  given  by  generous  friends  to  the  Grammar 
and  Primary  schools.  This  flag  was  swung  to  the  breeze 
on  the  Grammar  School  building  on  Monday,  February  23, 
which  was  celebrated  as  Washington's  birthday.  There 
were  special  exercises  consisting  of  recitations  and  the 
singing  of  patriotic  songs  by  the  pupils.  The  flag  was 
presented  by  the  chairman  of  the  school  committee  in 
behalf  of  the  donors,  Mrs.  Betsey  D.  Hazen,  George  H. 
Gardner  of  Boston,  a  former  resident  of  this  town,  James 
P.  Tolman,  President  of  the  Samson  Cordage  Works,  and 
Edwin  H.  Conant.  Interesting  remarks  appropriate  to  the 
day  were  made  by  citizens  present. 

The  generous  legacy  of  the  late  Mrs.  Sarah  P.  Longley, 
for  the  benefit  of  the  Village  schools,  has  been  received 
and  invested  by  the  committee  appointed  for  that  pur- 
pose. The  investments  of  this  fund  are  reported  in  full 
in  the  Selectmen's  report.  Extracts  from  the  Will  of 
Sarah  P.  Longley,  Article  3d:   "I  give  and  bequeath  to 
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the  Town  of  Shirley,  in  said  County  of  Middlesex,  the 
sum  of  six  thousand  and  five  hundred  dollars  in  trust 
to  keep  the  same  safely  and  securely  invested  in  safe  se- 
curities, and  I  order,  will,  and  direct  that  the  said  Town  of 
Shirley  shall  annually  pay  the  income  or  interest  of  four 
thousand  dollars  of  said  sum  towards  the  support  of  the 
Union  or  High  School  that  shall  be  kept  in  that  part  of  Shir- 
ley that  is  now  called  Shirley  Village,  and  that  the  income 
or  interest  of  two  thousand  dollars  shall  annually  be  paid  by 
the  Town  of  Shirley  towards  the  support  of  the  Intermediate 
and  Primary  schools  in  that  part  of  said  Shirley  called  Shir- 
ley Village,  the  income  of  the  two  thousand  dollars  to  be 
paid  annually  as  aforesaid.  The  six  thousand  dollars  afore- 
said, the  income  of  which  is  to  be  used  as  aforesaid,  I  desire 
shall  be  kept  invested  by  itself  and  shall  be  known  as  the 
"  Israel  Longley  School  Fund."  The  income  of  the 
remaining  five  hundred  dollars  is  to  be  used  for  the  Israel 
Longley  Cemetery  lot. 

The  Town  at  a  special  meeting  called  for  the  purpose  of 
taking  action  on  this  bequest  voted  unanimously  to  accept 
of  the  same  and  the  following  resolutions  were  adopted : 

Whereas,  Sarah  P.  Longley,  in  her  last  will  and  testa- 
ment, bequeathed  the  sum  of  $6500  to  the  town  of  Shirley, 
for  certain  purposes  as  set  forth  in  said  will  and  testament, 
and  whereas  said  bequest  is  in  accordance  with  the  ex- 
pressed request  of  her  husband,  the  late  Israel  Longley, 
now,  therefore, 

Resolved,  That  with  grateful  feelings,  we,  the  inhabitants 
of  the  town  of  Shirley,  in  town  meeting  assembled,  accept 
the  trust  and  agree  to  carry  out  the  terms  of  said  bequest 
in  strict  accordance  with  the  expressed  desire  of  the  said 
Sarah  P.  Longley. 

Resolved,  That  we  are  grateful  for  the  tender  memories 
connected  with  the  lives  of  the  donor  and  her  late  husband, 
endeared  to  us  by  the  faithful  performance  of  many  of  the 
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duties  of  citizenship,  by  deep  interest  in  the  religious  wel- 
fare of  our  churches,  by  kindly  and  friendly  acts  to  a  large 
number  of  relatives  and  friends,  and  by  a  life-long  interest 
in  the  cause  of  education. 

Resolved,  That,  while  we  are  grateful  for  the  pecuniary 
gift,  we  are  still  more  grateful  for  the  kindly  feelings  and 
generous  hearts  which  prompted  our  friends  and  neighbors 
to  manifest  their  deep  interest  in  the  welfare  and  intellec- 
tual developmenl  of  those  who  will  be  the  immediate  recipi- 
ents of  their  bounty. 

Resolved,  That  the  foregoing  preamble  and  resolutions 
be  spread  upon  the  records  of  the  town  and  that  a  copy  of 
the  same  be  sent  to  Sarah  J.  Wyman,  of  Westminster,  ex- 
ecutrix of  the  will  of  Sarah  P.  Longley.

Appended  to  this  report  is  a  complete  course  of  study  for 
the  several  schools  which  will  take  effect  at  the  beginning 
of  the  next  school  year.

THE  NEW  CURRICULUM. 


Assured  that  a  careful  systematizing  of  the  work  of  the 
public  schools  in  Shirley  would  enable  teachers  to  give 
better  instruction,  and  pupils  to  derive  greater  benefit 
therefrom,  the  School  Board  decided  to  prepare  a  definite 
course  of  study  for  all  the  schools  of  the  town,  and  to  print 
the  same  at  the  beginning  of  the  spring  term  of  1891. 

The  following  course  is  presented  as  the  result  of  much 
deliberation  and  careful  thought.  It  is  hoped  that  a  printed 
course  of  study  will  give  to  parents  an  accurate  idea  of  the 
school-work,  and  also  that  it  will  be  the  means  of  awaken- 
ing general  interest  in  the  same. 

This  course  of  study  has  been  planned  so  that  the  work 
for  all  the  schools  in  town  shall  be  the  same  for  the  same 
grade,  and  so  that  teachers  shall  know  exactly  what  should 
be  accomplished  by  a  class  during  a  term. 

The  lessons  in  Natural  Science  have  been  made  a  part 
of  the  course,  in  the  belief  that  they  will  cultivate  the 
power  of  observation,  and  afford  a  good  preparation  for  the 
more  advanced  studies  of  a  High  School. 

Some  suggestions  have  been  made  which  may  help 
teachers  to  carry  out  more  successfully  the  spirit  of  their 
work. 

Schools  should  be  conducted  upon  business  principles. 
The  schoolroom  is  the  children's  workshop,  and  the  school 
is  the  children's  business. 

The  work  ought  to  be  made  as  attractive  and  pleasant  as 
possible,  but  it  must  be  work — It  is  work.  Only  those  who 
attend  diligently  to  it  can  succeed.

Insist  upon  accurate  pronunciation  and  distinct  enuncia- 
tion. Correct  incorrect  and  inelegant  expressions  in  all 
recitations,  and  at  all  times.

Instruction  in  this  department  should  be  largely  oral. 
Pupils  should  be  encouraged  to  do  written  work  as  early 
as  possible. 

Teach  all  punctuations  that  occur  in  reading  lessons. 
Supplementary  reading  is  strongly  advised  for  all  grades. 
Some  attention  should  be  paid  to  drawing  in  all  grades. 

Punctuality  and  neatness  must  be  required  in  every  grade. 

Promotion  from  one  class  to  another  in  the  same  grade 
will  be  discretionary  with  the  teacher. 

Children  under  five  years  of  age  will  not  be  received  as 
pupils. 

Study  the  dispositions,  habits,  manners  and  environ- 
ments of  your  pupils. 

Write  the  names  of  pupils  in  Register  in  alphabetical 
order,  and  keep  the  attendance  of  first  week  on  paper  or 
some  book  other  than  Register.

SUGGESTIONS  TO  INTERMEDIATE  TEACHERS. 

Throughout  the  course  teachers  should  endeavor  to  study 
the  individual  needs  of  their  pupils,  and  help  each  one  to 
make  the  most  of  his  ability. 

Special  attention  should  be  given  to  spelling,  and  no  les- 
son should  be  considered  satisfactory  unless  the  pupils  can 
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spell  correctly,  as  well  as  recite  the  subject  matter  of  the 
same. 

Pupils  of  this  grade  should  be  taught  to  use  dictionaries,, 
encyclopaedias  and  reference  lists.  No  pupil  will  be  pro- 
moted to  a  higher  grade  without  passing  a  satisfactory  ex- 
amination.

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SUGGESTIONS  TO  GRAMMAR  TEACHERS. 

Throughout  the  course  no  historical  or  geographical  al- 
lusions in  the  readers  should  be  allowed  to  pass  unnoticed. 

Pupils  should  be  encouraged  to  make  the  schoolroom  as 
attractive  as  possible. 

The  personality  of  the  teacher  should  create  a  cheerful, 
refined  atmosphere  in  the  schoolroom. 

The  teacher  should  strive  to  inculcate  in  the  pupils  cour- 
teous behavior,  and  a  strict  sense  of  honor,  by  respecting 
their  rights  and  by  treating  them  fairly.  Keep  pace  with 
the  educational  thought  of  the  times.  Never  tell  your 
pupils  what  you  can  lead  them  to  discover.  Talk  but  little. 
Make  special  preparation  for  each  recitation.  You  are  held 
for  results,  not  methods.

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RULES  AND  REGULATIONS 

OF 

PUBLIC   SCHOOLS,    SHIRLEY,  MASS. 


1.  Schools  will  begin  at  9  A.  M.,  and  at  1  P.  M.  There 
will  be  a  recess  of  fifteen  minutes  in  each  session. 

2.  The  bell  will  ring  fifteen  minutes  before  the  begin- 
ning of  each  session.  Any  scholar  not  in  the  room  pre- 
cisely at  9  A.  M.,  and  1  P.  M.,  will  be  deemed  tardy. 

3.  Any  scholar  who  has  been  absent  or  tardy,  shall  bring 
a  written  excuse  from  parent  or  guardian.  If  absent  or 
tardy  more  than  four  times  without  such  excuse,  the  scholar 
must  be  reported  to  the  School  Board,  who  may  suspend 
such  one. 

4.  No  scholar  will  be  dismissed  before  the  close  of  a 
session,  except  in  cases  of  illness  or  upon  the  presentation 
of  a  written  request  of  parent  or  guardian. 

5.  Teachers  shall  be  in  their  rooms  at  least  ten  minutes 
before  each  session. 

6.  Teachers  may  have  one  half  day  in  each  term  for 
visiting  schools,  but  the  School  Board  may  determine  the 
time  of  such  visits  and  schools  to  be  visited. 

7.  A  quiet,  courteous  and  orderly  behavior  will  be  ex- 
pected of  each  scholar,  both  in  and  about  the  school  build- 
ings, and  on  the  way  to  and  from  school.  Scuffling,  bois- 
terous noise,  profane  language  and  loud  talk  are  forbidden. 
Any  scholar  who  shall  persist  in  idleness,  disorderly  con- 
duct or  in  disobedience  to  the  teacher,  will  be  reported  to 
the  School  Board. 

8.  Scholars  shall  be  under  control  of  the  teachers,  not 
only  during  school  hours,  but  while  about  the  school  prem- 
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ises,  and  in  a  great  measure  on  the  way  to  and  from  school. 
They  will  not  go  beyond  the  school  limits,  except  by  per- 
mission of  the  teacher. 

9.  Any  scholar  using  profane  or  indecent  language  will 
be  subject  to  punishment  or  expulsion. 

10.  Public  Statutes,  Chapter  203,  Section  78,  "  Who- 
ever wilfully  and  maliciously  or  wantonly  and  without 
cause,  destroys,  defaces,  mars  or  injures  any  school-house, 
or  any  of  the  out-buildings,  fences,  walls  or  appurtenances 
of  such  school-house,  or  any  furniture,  apparatus  or  other 
property  belonging  to  or  connected  with  such  school-house, 
shall  be  punished  by  a  fine  not  exceeding  five  hundred  dol- 
lars, or  imprisonment  in  the  Jail  not  exceeding  one  year." 
Section  79,  "  Whoever  wilfully  and  maliciously,  or  wantonly 
and  without  cause,  writes  upon,  injures,  defaces,  tears  or 
destroys  a  book,  plate,  picture,  engraving  or  statue,  belong- 
ing to  a  law,  town,  or  city  or  other  public  library,  shall  be 
punished  by  a  fine  of  not  less  than  five  nor  more  than  fifty 
dollars,  or  by  imprisonment  in  the  Jail  not  exceeding  six 
months." 

11.  Teachers  shall  have  care  during  the  school  term  of 
all  the  property  of  the  Town  belonging  to  the  school-houses 
and  grounds.  An  inventory  of  books,  charts,  etc.,  shall  be 
kept  by  the  teacher  in  each  room. 

12.  Meetings  of  School  Board  shall  be  held  the  first 
Saturday  in  each  month,  excepting  vacation  time,  at  1  P.  M. 

13.  Teachers'  meetings  shall  be  held  the  first  Saturday 
in  each  month,  except  during  vacation,  at  2  P.  M.
